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To:  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Deal: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  3"'s'fc.  December, 
1968,  during  which  peimod  Dr.  C.5’,  Lynch  was  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Dr.  Lynch  retired  at  the  end  of  February,  19^9,  after  serving 
the  Authority  for  nearly  eleven  years  and  we  wish  him  a long  and  happy 
retirement. 

Due  principally  to  staffing  difficulties  the  presentation  of  the 
Report  has,  unfortunately,  been  delayed,  but  on  the  medical  side  these 
difficulties  have  been  resolved  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  J.Ll;  T*.-  Graham 
whom  we  welcomed  as  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  2nd.  June  I969. 

I would  ask  that  members,  when  considering  tMs  Report,  particularly 
the  statistical  section,  bear  in  mind  that  the  figures  relate  only  to  a 
comparatively  very  small  population  and  too  much  importance  should  not  be 
attached  to  any  apparent  sudden  rise  or  fall  in  a rate  when  comparing  it 
with  the  rate  for  say  the  previous  year;  the  statistics  should  in  fact 
be  considered  together  with  those. .of  adjoining  areas  over  a period  of 
years  before  any  trend  assessment  can  be  made. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registi-ar  General  continued  the 
slow  rise  evident  in  the  previous  years,  while  the  birth  rate  at  16.62 
was  some  0.73  higher  than  that  of  19^7  and  compared  favourably  vmth  the 
national  rates;  the  adjusted  death  rate  though  1 .58  higher  than  in  the 
previous  year,  is  still  lov.ar  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
vrhole  and  reference  to  the  age  groupings  of  the  deaths  v/ill  shov;  that 
the  increase  in  the  local  rate  is  due  entirely  to  natural  trends. 

The  stillbirths  and  infant  deaths  call  for  no  special  conmient  and 
the  respective  rates  were  generally  on  a par  with  the  national  rates. 

Cancer  deaths  recorded  were  ten  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year  and 
although  it  is  gratifying  not  to  have  to  record  an  increase,  attention 
is  drawn  to  what  has  been  said  in  the  third  paragraph  of  this  report. 
While  there  -vas  a slight  increase  in  the  small  number  of  tuberculosis 
notifications,  only  one  death  was  directly  attributable  to  tliis  cause. 

As  tc  notifiable  infectious  dieaaes  nothing  untoward  occurred  during  the 
year. 


In  the  following  pages  of  this  report  can  be  found  a description  of 
the  activities  of  the  Department  during  1968,  covering  such  a wide  field 
of  envirormieiital  hygiene  and  health  services  that  one  finds  it  most  diff- 
icult to  single  out  any  particular  item  as  being  of  paramount  importance: 
suffice  it  to  say  that  these  activities,  undertaken  hy  a small  and  hard 
working  staff,  contributed  in  no  small  way  to  promoting  the  health  and  well 
being  of  the  public  at  large, 

I am  sure  that  Dr.  Lynch  would  wish  me,  on  his  behalf,  to  thank  you 
and  the  Health  Department  staff  for  the  support  and  co-operation  afforded 
him  during  1 968  and  I should  like  to  include  in  this  expression  of  apprec- 
iation rhe  Chuief  Officers  and  members  of  the  staffs  of  the  other  Departments 
of  the  Corporation.

Of  the  men  registered  as  unemployed  over  150  are  in  the  older  age 
groups  while  of  the  v/omen  so  registered  25  are  over  the  age  of  50  years  ; 
a fair  proportion  of  the  men  have  retired  and  because  of  their  age  and 
the  lack  of  suitable  vacancies  it  is  most  difficult  to  place  them  in  em- 
ployment. A number  do  obtain  seasonal ' work  connected  with  the  cross  channel 
traffic,  meaning  daily  travel  to  Dover.  However,  the  call  from  most  local 
industries  is  for  the  younger  v/oman  who  is  dexterous  with  her  hands  and 
this  situation  applies,  I believe,  in  the  adjoining  areas  also. 


Approximately  50  men  and  8 women  among  the  unemployed  are  registered 
disabled  persons,  but  all  are  capable  of  some  form  of  light  employment. 

Fewer  ca^es  of  back  injuries  sustained  v/hile  working  in  the  coal 
mines  appear  on  the  "live"  '.isabled  File  and  this  fact  may  possibly  be 
attributed  to  the  increased  mechanisation  in  the  mines,  although  there  is 
no  concrete  evidence  to  substantiate  this.  There  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  psychiatric  cases  who  are  difficult  to  place  in  employment, 
but  in  the  case  of  these,  good  lioson  with  the  County  Social  Vlfeirare  Yifork- 
ers  is  maintained.

7 . SwiLainin^  Pools  : 

Calmer  Secondary  School : 

This  is  an  open  air  pool  of  60,CO0  gallons  with  continuous  chlor- 
ination and  filtration  plant,  v/ith  a capacity  of  7,500  gallons  per  hour. 

The  outlet  dose  is  maintained  at  0.5  -1.0  p.p.m.  and  algae  is  control- 
led by  an  algicide. 

Other  Pools : 

Three  County  Junior  Schools  operate  raised  portable  teaching 
pools.  These  have  continuous  filtration  plant,  one  of  which  is  equi- 
pped with  continuous  chlorination.  Chlorination  is  by  hand  in  the  other 
two  pools. 

One  private  boarding  school  operates  a fill  and  empty  pool.  Hand 
chlorination  is  practiaed,  giving  a reasonably  satisfactory  water  and 
the  pool  is  refilled  at  intervals  of  abcut  10  days  under  condition  of 
maximum  load. 

Paddling  Po o 1 , Vtalmier  G-reen; 

This  is  a public  pool  restricted  to  young  children.  It  is  an 
open  air  pool  of 10,000  gallons  with  continuous  chlorination  and  filtrat- 
ion plant  giving  a two  hourly  turn  over  period.  Algae  is  controlled 
by  an  algicide  and  colorimetinc  tests  are  regularly  taken. 

Sampling : 

6 samples  were  taken  to  check  bacteriological  conditions  in  the 
various  pools.

8.  National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951: 

Burials : 

No  burials  under  section  50  of  the  Act  took  place  during  the  year. 

Tenders  are  invited  from  local  undertakers  and  a contract  entered 
into  for  a 12  month  period. 

Persons  in  need  of  Care  and  Attention: 

One  aged  and  infirm  lady  v;ho  iiad  been  under  supervision  for  some 
two  years  was  removed  to  County  Council  accoiiiiiiodation  under  the  emerg- 
ency provisions  of  tne  1951  ibuendment  Aet. 

46  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
in  coruiecticn  with  elderly  persons. 

Much  work  is  done  by  voluntary  bodies  on  behalf  of  elderly  persons 
and  the  Deal  and  District  Old  Peoples’  Yfelfare  Council  acts  as  a co- 
ordinating body  in  this  field. 

9 . Local  Government  Supe ram^tion  .ticts  - Medical  Examinations; 

During  1 968  sixteen  medical  examinations  were  undertaken  by  the 
medical  Officer  of  Health  of  persons  entering  the  Authority's  super- 
annuation scheme,  one  to  determine  fitness  for  employment  and  two  for  other

later  Supply ; 

The  mains  v/ater  supply,  v;hich  is  connected  to  all  but  thirteen 
houses  in  the  Borough,  is  from  the  Thanet  Water  Board  and  once  again  it 
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is  a pleasure  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  co-operation  by  the 
Boai\i,  especially  by  their  Engineer  and  Manager  Mr.  J.  Leslie  Unitt,  in 
all  matters  upon  which  it  was  necessary  to  have  consultations. 

Regular  bacteriological  sampling  of  the  various  water  sources  was 
undertaken  by  the  Board  before  and  after  sterilisation  of  the  vmter  and 
the  results  were  made  available  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

On  three  occasions  the  saiaples  of  raw  water  taken  at  the  Deal 
Pumping  Station  showed  counts  of  Faecal  Coli.  These  results  alvjays 
coincided  with  periods  of  heavy  rainfall  and  in  trying  to  trace  the 
source  of  the  organisms  it  v/as  found  that  the  main  sewer  in  Cross  Road/ 
Station  Road  was  surcharging  during  such  rainfall  with  the  result  that 
manhole  covers  in  the  shallowest  part  of  the  sewer  adjacent  to  the  Pond 
at  Station  Road/Cross  Road/Ellens  Road  junction  were  lifting  and  discharg- 
ing sewage  on  to  the  surrounding  farm  land. 

In  view  of  the  proximity  of  these  manholes  to  the  adit  system,  the 
Borough  Engineer  put  in  hand  certain  vyforks  in  order  to  rectify  the 
situation. 

These  works  comprised :- 

(a)  The  reconstruction  of  the  two  affected  manholes  by  providing. .bolted 

covers  and  inner  covers. 

(b)  The  cleansing  of  the  sewer  between  Cross  Road  and  Dover  Road  to 

ensure  maxi,aum  efficiency. 

In  adCJ-tion,  those  sections  of  the  sewer  that  vjere  most  likely  to 
be  under  pressure  due  to  surcharge  vrere  water  tested  and  found  to  be  in 
a sound  condition. 

These  measures  appear  to  have  been  satisfactory  up  to  the  present  time 
and  no  further  overflow  has  taken  place. 

Sixteen  samples  of  the  Board's  water  from  the  piped  supplies  as 
delivered  to  private  dwelling-chouses  were  submitted  from  the  Department 
and  although  one  was  not  entirely  satisfactory  the  slight  contamination 
was  of  no  s]jecial  significance  and  could  possibly  have  occurred  during 
sampling. 

The  following  are  typical  copy  reports  on  the  chemical  exaiunation 
of  the  water.

1155  yards  of  4*'  and  5'!  9 yards  3”  mains  extensions  were  laid  by  the 
Thanet  7i/^ater  Board  during  1968. 

The  well  water  supplies  in  Ellens  Road  remained  unchanged  during 
the  year  and  of  four  samples  submitted  two  v;ere  reported  unstaisfactory. 
The  generally  agreed  opinion  is  that  contamination  is  from  localised 
surface  sources,  the  actual  source  of  the  v/ater  being  considered  satis- 
factory: under  the  circumstances  the  consuners  are  advised  regarding 
the  precautions  necessary. 

Drainage  and  Sev/erage  ; 

I am  grateful  to  Messrs.  G-.B,  Kershavi  and  Kaufimn,  the  Borough's 
Consulting  Engineers,  for  the  following  memorandum  complementing  the 
notes  included  in  the  19^7  Annual  Report  on  the  re-modelling  of  the 
sewerage  system  in  the  Borough. 

The  major  v/orks  included  in  the  Consiilting  Engineer's  recommend- 
ations for  the  relief  of  flooding  and  improvement  of  foul  and  surface 
water  sewerage  in  the  Borough,  ^d-th  provision  for  connections  froui  two 
neighbouring  Authorities,  are  now  virtually  complete.  The  last  of  the 
four  Contracts,  into  which  the  works  were  divided,  has  now  only  a short 
time  to  man.  The  final  major  diversions  of  sev^age  flov;  are  being  made 
at  the  Liveipool  Road-G-ranville  Road  junction  and  at  the  South  Street- 
Victoria  Road  intersection,  all  other  connections  and  diversions,  total- 
ling about  twenty,  from  Golf  Road  in  the  North  to  Balfour  Road  in  the 
South,  having  been  successfully  completed. 

At  North  Deal  Pumping  Station,  Golf  Road,  the  pumping  capacity 
has  been  improved  to  ensure  its  adequacy  in  future,  when  the  total 
foul  flows  from  Deal,  Ytfalmer  and  parts  of  Eastiy  and  Dover  Rural  Dis- 
tricts are  fully  diverted.  A screen  to  remove  rags  etc,  and  a grit 
pump  to  relieve  the  abrasive  load  on  the  centrifugal  sewage  puaps  have 
been  put  into  service  at  this  main  station. 

Ark  lane  Pumping  station,  v/hich  was  completed  under  an  earlier 
contract,  has  continued  to  discharge  excess  storm  water  to  sea,  when 
required. 

The  additional  larger  pumps  have  been  installed,  tested  and  put 
into  service  during  the  year,  at  Walmer  Pumping  Station.  This  install- 
ation can  now  pump  all  flov/s,  except  storm  flows,  from  che  area  served 
by  the  old  Palmer  system,  to  the  recently  completed  main  intercepting 
sewer  laid  northwards  through  the  Borough  to  Ark  Lane,  to  connect  there 
to  the  existing  main  outfall  sewer.  This  sewer  will  continue  to  dis- 
charge all  sewage  to  North  Deal  for  final  disposal  to  sea  via  the  ex- 
isting outfalls. 
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The  Consultant's  inspection  of  the  old  outfall  in  Golf  Road,  before 
the  final  connections  were  made,  indicated  tiiat  cleansing  was  essential 
to  ensure  adequate  capacity  for  the  enhanced  rates  of  flow.  A special- 
ist Contractor  was  engaged  and  the  accumulated  grit,  sewage  sludge,  etc,, 
was  dredged  from  the  culvert  and  cairbed  away,  the  improved  flow  condition 
sought  being  achieved.

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During  the  latter  part  of  19^7  and  19^8  a review  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Registers  was  undertaken  with  the  co-operation  of  Dr.  J,  Spencer  Jones, 
Chest  Physician,  as  it  had  become  apparent  that  the  statistics  relating 
to  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  were  false  and  unrealistic. 

These  inflated  numbers  had  arisen  as  the  result  of  a variety  of  causes 
e.g.  the  registers  had  operated  v;ithout  a complete  review  for  over  half 
a century,  there  had  been  no  statutory  obligation,  for  patients  to  not- 
ify change  of  address,  or  for  compulsory  attendence  at  clinics  and, 
therefore,  many  patients  becaine  lost  to  records.  No?;,  after  much  effort, 
by  Dr.  J.  Spencer  Jones  and  his  staff,  for  which  I am  indeed  grateful,  I 
am  nov;  able  to  present  a more  accurate  assessment  of  the  prevalence  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  Borough. 

Of  the  twenty-six  cases  whose  names  were  removed  from  the  register, 
four  died,  six  were  regarded  as  having  recovered  while  the  names  of 
sixteen  were  removed  on  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician  as  lost  sight 
of  etc.
